Sept. 12, 1929, no attention was 
given to the fact that substantial 
amounts of cagh han been received 
from customers as payment in full, 
or in part, for securities not yet 
purchased by the company. In 
other words, all collections on sales 
were treated as income,” the re- 
port says. 

An example of a pyramided fi- 
nancial setup is shown in 
Young Bros. holdings of controll- 
ing stock in the Midwest Holding 
Co., Industrial Holding Corp.. 
Bankers’ Finance and Discount 
Corp., and Trustee and Registrar 
Corp. Young Bros. carried these 
holdings on their books at a Valu- 
ation of $676,713, although only 
$9,000 cash and a $1,000 note had 
been paid for the stock. 

“It seems unlikely that anything 
will ever be realized from these 
holdings,” the auditors report.

A diametrically opposite stand was taken 


by Dr. Louis I. Dublin, statistician of the 
Metropolitan Insurance Co. Basing his ar- 
guments on an analysis of 73.050 accidents, 
he contended that the law ought to tighten 
its grip on the motorist. 

Certainly present conditions cry out for 
improvement. Highways are becoming 
choked- with cars. Pernicious traffic 
strangulation is setting in. Last year, the 
number of lives destroyed by automobiles 
in this country exceeded half of the total 
number of Americans killed in the World 
War. And a million persons were injured 
—roughly four times the total of United 
States casualties during the year and a half 
of American participation in the war. 

These appalling figures might well be 
considered sufficient ground for outlawing 
the automobile as a frightful menace to life 
and limb. Surely, the argument against the 
motor car on this basis is as strong if not 
stronger, than that against fire arms, drugs 
or liquor, and perhaps al) three combined. 

Here then, is a double-barreled problem. 
On the other hand, they are demanding 
greater speed. The importance of the ques- 
tion becomes evident when it is considered 
that 25,000,000 automobiles are in use in 
the United States. For these reasons Popu-

The survey developed several interesting 
points. Chief of these was the consensus 
that better roads and more of them are in- 
dispensable to any improvement in condi- 
tions. Then it was found that a majority 
of the leaders in the automobile industry 
shared Hoffman's view that higher speeds 
are not only desirable but inevitable. Those 
consulted agreed that most accidents are not 
caused by speed itself, but by the use of 
too much or too little speed at the wrong 
times; by cars trying to pass each other; by 
defective automebiles, ana by the chaotic 
state of the speed and traffic laws, which 
makes it virtually impossible for the most 
careful driver to stay within the law. 
states already have done away with speed 
restrictions on open country roads. This 
allows traffic officérs to turn their attention

from speed to the more important matter 
of reckless driving. 

In 1910 the average speed on improved 
highways was about 2% miles an hour. It 
increased about one mile an hour each year 
till 1928, when it reached about 38 miles 
an hour. In that year, the Ford “Model A’”’ 
started skimming along the roads and it is 
anybody s guess what the average speed is 
today. 

But speed is not necessarily danger. “A 
59-mile touring speed,” says Alvan Macau- 
ley, president of the Packard Co... “is safer 
today than 35 or 40 miles an hour was 10 
years ago.” Improvements in motor. brake 
mechanism, body strength and visibility are 
responsible for the new safety.

Our speed-with-safety platform is: 

1. More roads, wider roads, smoother 
roads, safer roads. 

2. Abolition of speed laws as now written. 
In place of these laws exhaustive tests 
should be made, followed by the posting 
of ail roads with the speed at which traffic 
must travel. 

3. Cars proceeding in the same direction 
are not to pass each other. One of the 

.most fruitfub causes of accident is this 
swinging Out into the lane of oncoming cars 
in order to pass the car ahead. There would 
be no chance of enforcing this if cars were 
allowed to go slower than the posted speed. 
Hence— 

4. For any car to operate on the road at 
less than the posted speed is illegal. Ovpb- 
viously, if all cars are traveling at the legal 


posted speed, and that speed is as high as 


safety will permit, there is no incentive to 
pass the car in front. 

5. Scientific tests are to be made de- 
termining just how far apart cars should 
travel for maximum safety consists with a 
reasonable use of the road at various speeds. 
The prescribed distance between cars 
should be posted along with the speed. 
and would naturally change with each 
change in the speed rate. Every car would 
be compelled to maintain this legal distance 
between itself and the car ahead—no more, 
no less. 

6. Every car in use on the road, whether 
new or old, should be carefully inspected 
at stated intervals to make sure that it is 
in proper mechanical condition.

Upholding modification of the 
prohbition law in a three-cornered 
debate before members of the 
Town Club last night, E. M. Gross- 
man, St. Louis attorney, expressed 
doubt that the majority of voters

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FOREIGN MINISTER 
DEFENDS ITALY’ 
PARITY DEMAND 


Tells Parliament at Rome 
That Nation Is Least Pro- 
tected of Great Naval 


Powers. 


VULNERABLE TO 
ATTACK BY SEA 


Asserts Limitation of Sub- 
marine Program Cannot 
Be Considered — Voices 
F riendship for Germany.

ROME, May 10.—Dino Grandi, 
Foreign Minister of Italy, yester- 
day broke the silehce which he 
has maintained in public since the 
close of the London naval confer- 


ence, at which he was this coun- 
try’s chief spokesman, to report to 
the Chamber of Deputies on Italy's 
naval aims and aspirations, 

In a two-hour speech before Par- 
liament which Premier Mussolini 
heard from beginning to _ end, 
Grandi reviewed recent negotia- 
tions for reduction of naval arma- 
ments and outlined Italy’s attitude 
toward the future. 

It did not recede one inch from 
the position stated frequently by 
the Italian’ delegation at London. 
In fact, he argued for Italy’s need 
for parity not only in capital ships, 
but “in all armaments.” ; 

At the same time he declared 
Italy is prepared to continue ne- 
gotiations with France for a naval 
agreement and concluded: 

“Collaboration between France 
and Italy, whence the modern civil- 
ization of the world has sprung, is 
an indispensable condition for Eu- 
rope.” 

Vulnerable to Sea Attack. 

He stressed Italy’s vulnerability 
to sea attack, declaring that this 
country geographically; econom- 
ically and strategically is the least 
protected of all the great naval 
Powers. In support of his asser- 
tion that a strong navy is of vital 
importance, he quoted Lord fFal- 
four’s statement at the Washing- 
eon conference of 1921-22 on 
Italy’s position as proof that it is 
a virtual prisoner in the Mediter- 
ranean with five neighbors who 
control the exits Trom that inland 
sea. 

Not only was Grandi welcomed 
as a hero when he walked from 
the ministerial bench to the ros- 
trum, but he was greeted with pro- 
longed applause each time he re- 
asserted Italy’s need for a fleet 
equal to that of any other conti- 
nental Power. 

No Submarine Limitation. 

Grandi said the Italian Govern- 
ment would not consider limiting 
its submarine program, but denied 
that the recent decision to lay down 
42,900 tons of new warships meant 
that the naval program was being 
extended. He affirmed that Italy 
has never, since the World War, 
done more than keep abreast of 
other Powers. , 

When he averred Italy’s friendly 
feeling for Germany applause again 
rang through the Chamber. 

Fascist Italy is neither bellicose 
nor undecided in international pol- 
icy, he said, but has now won her 
proper place in the hierarchy of 
the nations.

The City of St. Louis, as trustee 
of the Bryan Mullanphy Emigrant 
and Travelers’ Relief Fund, filed 
notice yesterday dismissing its suit 
for authority to sell 44 acres of 
land on the Lemay Ferry road, be- 
longing to the trust.

Board of Aldermen and the first 
assistant Comptroller. The con- 
sensus was that the proposed sale 
would be an advantageous one to 
the fund, the offer being the only 
one that has been made.” 

The lease was originally entered 
into in 1914 upon the plea of the 
then lessee, the board said, that a 
great part of the land was unsuited 
to cultivation and the bottom land 
where he raised willows had over- 
flowed so much that many of the 
willows were useless, the board 
granted a 10-year renewal upon the 
same terms and conditions as the 
former lease. Hence no readjust- 
ment of rental value could be ob- 
tained before the expiration of this 
lease. To have sold at the price 
offered would bring a return four 
or five times greater than the 
property now yields, the statement 
set forth.

This was carried out 
by the work of the censor and by 
the printing of articles justifying 
the governmental policy. 


War Brought Alliance. 


“The press naturally reacted to 
this tutelage and finally succeeded 
in strengthening its‘own position. 
The time came when the ‘press 
took its revenge on. diplomacy and 
very often used its independence to 
oppase the wishes of foreign policy. 
The famous saying of Bismarck 
that every country must pay in the 
long run for the windows its press 
broke in other countries, shows 
that until recent times the rela- 


remained somewhat strained. Beth 
saw each other mostly as rivals. 
The World War brought about an 
alliance between press and diplo- 
macy in all countries. 


“The newspapers everywhere be- 
came an army of volunteers who, 
through their propaganda, backeJ 
army and navy in their fight with 
the enemy. The press did not hes- 
itate to reproduce news without 
verifying the facts, and many a 
newspaper thought it its duty to 
publish editorials which intensi- 
fied antagonism and -even hatred 
between the nations who were at 
war. 

“Whatever standpoint one may 
take towards the advisability of 
such a proceeding, there cannot 
be any disagreement about the fact 
that the war has clearly demon- 
strated the tremendous power and 
influence of the press on public 
opinion. If the responsibjlity of 
the press is great in time of war. 
it is none the less so in time of 
peace. 

Formation of Public Opinion. 
The responsibility of the press, 
as one of the chief sources for the 
formation of .public opinion, has 
been. considerably increased in 
view of the important role given 
public opjnion in connection with 
the Kellogg pact.

To account for the prevalence 
of the disease among the older age 
groups, a number of hypotheses 


among the older groups for the 
reason that their body cells are 
not as vital as those of the young, 
and hence are less able to resist 
the causative agent of canccr. 
However, in 1916, Prof. Yama- 
giva of the Uniyersity of Tokio 
demonstrated that true skin can- 
cer could be produced on the ears 
of rabbits by painting the skin with 
crude tar ence every few days for 
several months. 

Careful studies later were con- 
ducted on the time elapsing  be- 
tween the infliction of the injury 
and the development of the can- 
cerous growth. Experiments with 
mice proved that cancer never de- 
veloped in less than four months 
from the time of the first applica- 
tion of crude tar. 

Four months in the life span of 
the mouse corresponds to approx- 
imately 10. to 15. years in the life 
span of man. In a parallel man- 


cancer seldom develops in less 
than 10.years from the entrance 
of the sufferer into the responsible 
Industry. j 

The body celis of the older per- 
gon do not therefore appear to be 
less resistant than the younger 
cells, but it does appear as if can- 
cer were the result of long and 
s'ugtained irritation.
